Canadian Artist Seeks Collaboration 


My name is Kapwani Kiwanga. I am a Canadian artist who works primarily with sound and video 
installations. I have been invited to the Netherlands as an artist-in-residence at an art centre 
called MU in Eindhoven. (http://www.mu.nl). 


The Sound Project. I will transmit a message via short wave from Eindhoven, the Netherlands to 
territories that have a historic links with Holland, namely: Surinam, Indonesia and South Africa. 
Participants in these countries are asked to re-transmit the received message back to me in 
Eindhoven and I back to them and so on and so on. This ping-pong effect will increasingly distort 
the message finally resulting in an abstract artistic sound installation. 
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What Is Being Transmitted? I am currently creating an original sound piece based on archives 
of 1940s Dutch programming found at Radio Netherlands. My sound creation will include some 
Morse code and sound recordings. It will not be “music” in the conventional sense. This message 
will not be political or offensive in nature. The duration will be approximately three minutes. 


Who. I am looking for participants in Indonesia, South Africa and Surinam with the capacity to 
use short wave to: 

1) Receive a transmission sent from Holland. 

2) Record the received signal. 

3) Re-transmit the recording to me in Holland. 


When. I would like to test transmitting and receiving between Holland and overseas countries 
the first week of December. The final, "live" transmission is scheduled for a date during the 
week of 08 January 2010. 

The time of day of the transmissions is yet to be determined. However, suggestions on 
your part as to the time when the best conditions are present to transmit in accordance to your 
specific situation will be considered in conjunction with the other participating countries. 


How. After running tests, the working protocol will be finalised. However, at the moment I will 
be collaborating with a radio club associated with TU, the technical university in Eindhoven. I 
will be transmitting from Eindhoven on the 14 MHz band, using Upper Sideband modulation 
(USB, SSB) witha 2.7 kHz bandwidth.

The Pears HF QSO Party 


Aim. For DX operators and South African stations make as many contacts with other South Af- 
rican stations on HF as possible. 

Contest Period. The first Sunday in December, the contest runs from 12:00 UTC to 
16:00 UTC (14:00 to 18:00 CAT) [6 December 2009] 

Modes and Frequencies. The mode is SSB only. The following frequencies shall be used: 
3,603 to 3,650 and 3,700 to 3,800 MHz; 7,060 to 7,100 and 7,130 to 7,200 MHz 

Entrance Categories. There are four entrance categories: 

Novice - Stations in South Africa with ZU prefixes. 
Restricted - Stations in South Africa with ZR prefixes. 
Unlimited - Stations in South Africa with ZS prefixes 
DX - stations outside of South Africa. 

Station Requirements. There are no limitations on the power of stations, or the number 
of operators, or the location of station equipment except that all operators shall operate within 
the limits of their licenses at all times. 

Points 

A contact between two ZU stations scores 5 points 

A contact between two ZR stations scores 2 points. 

A contact between a ZU station and a ZR/ZS station scores 3 points 

A contact between a ZS station and a ZR/ZS station scores 1 point. 

A contact between a ZU station and a DX station scores 5 points. 

A contact between a ZR/ZS station and a DX station scores 1 point. 

Only one contact with each station on each band counts. Points can be claimed for multiple con- 
tacts with the same station on different bands. 

Exchange. Call signs, signal report and the operator's name 

Awards. DX - An award will be made to the top entrant. Novice, Restricted and Unlim- 
ited - An award will be made to the top 2 entrants in each category. 

Logs. Logs can be sent via snail-mail to: PEARS QSO Party, PO Box 5277, Walmer, 6070, 
Republic of South Africa or via email to contest@zs2pe.co.za. Closing date for submission of 
logs is 31 December. No late submissions will be considered. Results will be announced via the 
PEARS website and HF Happenings by the third weekend of January. 

Closing date for log submission: 31 December 2009.
